Public Hearing July 9, 
Kenilworth Extension 

State Highway Administrator 
Bernard M. Evans has announced 
tnat the highway agency will con¬ 
duct a public initiation meeting to 
discuss the proposed extension for 
Rt. 201 (Kenilworth Avenue) in 
Prince Georges County. 

The public meeting will be con¬ 
ducted on Wednesday, July 9, be¬ 
ginning at 7:30 p.m., in the State 
Highway Administration’s District 
No. 3 Office Auditorium located in 
the northwest quadrant of the In¬ 
terchange of Interstate 495 (Capi¬ 
tal Beltway) and Rt. 201, (Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue) Greenbelt. 

The limits of the project, as pro¬ 
posed, extend from the existing In¬ 
terchange with Rt. 495 (Capital 
Beltway) to Rt. 1, in the vicinity 
of Ammendale, a distance of ap¬ 
proximately 4.0 miles. 

The meeting is one of the ini¬ 
tial steps in meeting Federal and 
State requirements to complete the 
necessary preliminary work to 
ready this project for possible in¬ 
clusion in future construction pro¬ 
grams. 

Council Reaction 

At Monday's special meeting, city 
council expressed concern that no 
data had been presented to justify 
the extension and widening of Ken¬ 
ilworth Ave. It questioned if con¬ 
sideration had been given to the 
impact of possible curtailment of 
the use of energy for automative 
transportation and the resulting 
increased use of rail transit. 

Also questioned was whether a 
new alignment as is proposed on 
the master plan of highways for 
Prince Georges county is needed or 
whether an upgrading of the ex¬ 
isting Ldmo ns ton Road alignment 
to Muir kirk Road and U,S. 1 is not 
sufficient. 

The council asked the State 
Highway Administration to give 
particular attenion to the follow¬ 
ing; # 

fi)Environmental impact of the 
construction on the city and its 
environs; 

(2) Impact upon the city of noise 
and air pollution caused by the ad¬ 
ditional traffic volume; 

<8) Impact upon the Indian Creek 
flood plain; 

(4) Impact upon the city road 
system, in particular, proposals to 
relocate Crescent and Ridge roads, 
and the entrance to the city ceme¬ 
tery. 


When It Rains— 
Won’t Let it Pour

The “teepee-Jike” structure ad¬ 
jacent to the State Highway Ad¬ 
ministration Building (SHA) on 
Kenilworth Ave. has baffled pas¬ 
sing motorists for many months. 
The oddity - 82’ in diameter and 
42’ high - is not a super-secret 
hiding place for CIA tapes as some 
may suspect, but simply a storage 
bin for 1,000 tons of rock salt 
valued at $36,000. The salt will 
be used on highways during the 
snow season in the northern por¬ 
tion of Prince Georges County, 
and on that part of the Beltway 
from Route 50 to Connecticut Av¬ 
enue. 

A program has been instituted 
throughout Maryland to enclose 
salt piles to protect the* environ¬ 
ment. At the SHA site in Green¬ 
belt numerous trees were killed by 
runoff from the exposed salt pile. 

Salt used in Maryland is ob¬ 
tained for the most part from Lou¬ 
isiana mines and also from South 
America, where the salt is 
produced from the sea and shipped 
to the United States. 

Greenbelt SHA District Engineer 
M. S. Caltrider reports that the 
new structure, which is composed 
of wood frames and panels cov¬ 
ered by asbestos, has been van¬ 
dalized. He had words of praise for 
the Greenbelt Police Department 
for their assistance. A “No Tres¬ 
passing ’ sign has been posted, and 
the police will continue their sur¬ 
veillance of the area.

B-W Parkway Resurfacing 

According to a report in the 
Washington Star, a House Appro¬ 
priations subcommittee has ap¬ 
proved $5.7 million to repair and 
resurface the Federal portion of 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way in time for peak Bicentennial 
traffic next year. 

Last week’s action appears to 
resolve a long-standing question of 
whether the B-W Parkway will be 
resurfaced before it is rebuilt and 
widened several years from now. 

Five years ago Congress author¬ 
ized $65 milion for reconstruction 
and expansion of the Parkway, 
but that work is still subject to 
public hearing and evaluation. 

Meanwhile, Maryland represen¬ 
tatives headed by Congresswoman 
Gladys Noon Spellman have sought 
funds for emergency repairs and 
resurfacing, hut until this week, 
their efforts have been frustrated. 

Repair work would be done 
piecemeal so that the parkway 
would not have to be closed. Tra¬ 
ffic would be restricted to one 
lane in certain sections, however, 
and some congestion would occur 
during rush hours. 

No repairs would be made on the 
12-mile section of the parkway 
north of Ft, Meade. That portion 
is owned by Maryland.

During last year's holi¬ 
day sparklers, fountains, Roman 
candles and similar devices 
were responsible for an estima¬ 
ted 5,000 injuries in the nation.

Water Keeps Rising 

Area residents are alerted to 
man the flood gates — not because 
of rising water in basements and 
streams but because of the rising 
cost of water proposed by the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission. At present water and 
sewer costs $1.08 per 1,000 gallons 
and the proposed rate Juke will 
boost it to $1.23. 

The only recourse residents have 
to combat this high cost of water 
is to use this precious commodity 
wisely; conserving wherever pos¬ 
sible. Some suggesions: Don’t 
wash cars, boats and other vehicles 
unnecessarily; don’t over-water 
your lawn; don’t forget to turn 
the lawn sprinkler off, especially 
during the night; limit the time 
in a shower — tub baths requir- 
less water. 

For other ways of conserving wa¬ 
ter and thus keeping your costs 
down ask WSSC for a copy of their 
booklet on water conservation. 


Greenbelt Road Bikeway 

The Maryland Department of 
Transportation announced that a 
1.45-mile bikeway route will be 
built this summer along Maryland 
Route 193 (Greenbelt Road) be¬ 
tween Lakeerest Drive in Green¬ 
belt and 57th Street in Berwyn 
Heights. 

From Old Edmonston Road to 
57th Street, there will be a com¬ 
bination sidewalk-bikeway, and 
from Lakeerest Drive to Maryland 
Route 201 (Kenilworth Avenue) 
the outer four feet of existing 
highway shoulder will be striped 
and provided with a smooth stone 
surface. 

Five demonstration bicycle routes 
are being built in Maryland, Each 
of the Department’s projects fea¬ 
tures a new bikeway design and 
each will be evaluated in terms 
of use, safety and design adequacy.

Qualifications? A citizen of the United States, at least 18 years 
ot age at lime of election, and a resident of Greenbelt from time of 
registration to time of election.

How Trash Looks 
To The Person 
Picking It Up

The right front fly window on 
Greenbelt truck number 52 shakes 
as the hydraulic lift pushes the 
truck’s dump bed up. 

A Pepsi can slides out, followed 
by a Seven-Up can, followed by the 
rest of the load. Plastic bags, 
dead fish, watermelon rinds, news¬ 
papers, cans, bottles, McDonald’s 
bags, tennis balls, used diapers 
and broken foam coolers fall out. 

The last item to slide out from 
the 45 degree angle of the truck 
bed is a Dr. Pepper can with 
the small logo “FIGHT LITTER” 
on the side. 

The truck is being emptied at 
the dump the sanitary landfill used 
by Greenbelt, located off of Ed- 
monston Road. Its load of trash 
has come from the city’s parks. 
Much had been in the 50-odd 
green trash cans scattered about 
the city, most of them in the lake 
park. But some items had been 
picked up from their resting place 
on the grass, dirt and pavement in 
the parks, not from the local 
trash can. 

Picking up the litter of Green¬ 
belt could easily turn a person 
into a defeatist, a pessimist, a 
cynic. The cynicism could operate 
at three levels. 

Most basically would be the 
question of what our society has 
produced. Our throw-away soci¬ 
ety has become affluent — affluent 
in material goods, that is, and 
can buy non-returnable beer bot¬ 
tles to throw on the ground to be 
picked up by another person whose 
salary is paid by their taxes. 

Struggling out of that depres¬ 
sing argument concerning the fu¬ 
ture of an overly affluent society, 
one is struck by the reaction of 
others toward a person picking up 
trash. 

If a person picking up trash 
smiles at somebody, he will be ig¬ 
nored. A human being picking up 
trash is a non-person, a person 
who does not exist and to be ig¬ 
nored. If the person picking up 
trash demands recognition, say by 
throwing back an errant frisbee, 
shock will etch the players’ fa¬ 
ces. 

Cynicism is driven home by the 
most obvious level of question- 
ing. Why? Why do Americans 
throw trash on the ground instead 
of putting it in a trash can 10 
yards away? Has our society be¬ 
come so self-assured, so fat and 
lazy, so positive that time and 
technology are on our side that 
littering is socially acceptable? 

As the grinding ultimate, let me 
extend an invitation to those of 
you who are feeling happy about 
the future of the United States as 
it approaches is 200th birthday. 
Next week go down and look at 
the lake park on the “heaviest” 
litter day of the year, the day 
after that which glorifies our 
country’s founding — the fifth of 
July, in other words, and see the 
creature that we have created.

"Our Surroundings”

At a recent meeting, a new res¬ 
ident of Greenbelt complained that 
she was scolded by an irate home 
owner because she was walking 
her dog along his fence. The ques¬ 
tion she asked was, ’Where can 
I walk my dog?” 

The answer is that residents 
should keep their pets in their own 
yards. However if this is not pos¬ 
sible, they should gather up their 
pet’s wastes left on a common ar¬ 
ea, near a neighbor’s yard, a chil¬ 
dren’s playground, or in the park 
and dispose of them in a plastic 
bag which they should then de¬ 
posit in their trash container for 
pick up. 

People not doing this now are 
in violation of Section 4 of Green¬ 
belt Ordinance 709 which was ef¬ 
fective May 27, 1971: 

“No owner shall fail to provide 
effective care and control of his 
animals to prevent them from 
becoming a public nuisance. Ex¬ 
cessive continuous or untimely 
barking, howling, or making oth¬ 
er noises, molesting passers-by, 
chasing vehicles, habitually at¬ 
tacking other domestic animals, 
trespassing upon school grounds, 
or trespassing upon other pro¬ 
perty in such manner as to dam¬ 
age the property, or excreting on 
property other than that of the 
owner, shall be deemed a nuis 
ance.” 

Other sections of the Ordinance 
provide penalties for violations of 
the ordinance. A reading of the 
total Ordinance by pet owners is 
recommended. Copies are avail¬ 
able from the City Office or the 
Police Department. 

There are not enough Pariice 
Officers and Animal Wardens to 
thoroughly enforce this Ordinance, 
so it is the responsibility of 
Greenbelt residents who feel that 
their right to enjoy their sur¬ 
roundings is being violated, to 
bring such offenses to the atten¬ 
tion of the City Manager, 25 Cres¬ 
cent Road, Greenbelt, Md. 20770. 
The brief note should contain the 
following information: 1. Date and 
time the violation took place; 2. 
Description of the dog; 3. Descrip¬ 
tion of the owner if his name is 
unknown; and 4. Address of the 
owner. With this information, the 
City Manager can then address 
a letter to the person involved 
asking for cooperation. If coop¬ 
eration is not forthcoming, there 
is a base of action for future oc¬ 
currences which can be handled 
by a police officer or animal war¬ 
den. 

Owning a pet incurs certain re¬ 
sponsibilities which the owner 
should undertake and not put upon 
the shoulders of the rest of the 
community. Greenbelt has always 
been able to work out its prob¬ 
lems through cooperation. This 
growing problem of animal wastes 
in public areas can also be clean¬ 
ed up with the understanding and 
helpfulness of pet owners.

Intra-city Bus Service 

At a workshop last week, city 
council laid down some ground 
rules for Phase II of the intra¬ 
city bus survey being conducted bv 
Wilbur Smith and Associates. This 
phase will not cost the city any¬ 
thing as it is covered by the ori¬ 
ginal contract. 

The council was concerned that 
the full-scale type of bus service 
conceived for Greenbelt by Phase 
T of the survey was bevond the 
level and costs that Greenbelt 
would support. It therefore pro¬ 
posed that Phase II concentrate its 
analysis on the minimum tvpe ser¬ 
vice that would be feasible. 

This service would be geared to 
meet the needs of select groups 
in the population such as the aged 
and the young and would involve 
possibly no more than two buses 
or vans. This approach would 
allow for increased service as needs 
and resources warrant. 

The consultants would be asked 
to determine which groups in the 
population are most in need of and 
could best be served bv transit 
service and their estimates of rider- 
ship. 

Sewage Treatment Plant 
Denied for Schrom Tract 

The Prince Georges county coun¬ 
cil recently rejected a request for 
a point of discharge for a tempor¬ 
ary sewage treatment plant on 
the Schrom tract property located 
just outside the Greenbelt city lim¬ 
its. 

The property involved contains 
some 67 acres, zoned as 0 2 (com¬ 
mercial, regional shopping center) 
and R-lo (high-rise apartments) 
and is now owned by the Frank- 
ford Drive Limited Partnership 
No. 1 and Northwest Valley Lim¬ 
ited Partnership No, 1. The tract 
is bounded by the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway. NASA pro¬ 
perty, Greenbelt Road. Mandan 
Road, Hanover Parkway, Hanover 
Drive, and the Capital Beltway. 

The rejection of the sewage treat¬ 
ment plant came as the county am¬ 
ended its 10-Year Water and Sew¬ 
er Plan (1976-1985), which desig¬ 
nates where water and sewer lines 
should be constructed and at what 
time developments may be hooked 
up to water and sewer -systems. 

The Greenbelt city council had 
recommended disapproval of the 
point of discharge request because 
council felt that approval of the 
interim plant would give the de¬ 
veloper an undue advantage in his 
quest for permanent sewer capa¬ 
city. 


Camping Dos and Dont’s

Summer is the season for camp¬ 
ing, and camping vacations are 
very popular this year. The more 
people camp, the more important 
it is that each be a good camper 
— one who makes sure that every- 
<?ne can enjoy the woods and the 
seashore in their clean and natur¬ 
al condition. 

It takes - no more effort to be a 
good camper than to be a careless 
one. First of all, be cautious with 
fires. Break matches before drop¬ 
ping them. Make certain a camp¬ 
fire is out before abandoning the 
campsite. Douse it thoroughly with 
water, then stir the ashes to see 
that there are no live coals left 
As an extra insurance, pour more 
water over the ashes. 

Secondly, leave the campsite the 
way you found it. Last year the 
Interior Department had to close 
a Wilderness Area in order to clean 
up the litter left by backpackers. 
Burn, bury, or carry out your lit¬ 
ter. 

If you are sharing an area with 
other campers, be a good neigh¬ 
bor. Show the same consideration 
for others that you would have 
them show you. 

Finally, if camping in the north¬ 
eastern section of the United 
States, check your camping equip¬ 
ment before you return home. The 
Gypsy Moth is a dangerous hitch¬ 
hiker, which can defoliate green 
trees and shrubs. Careful inspec¬ 
tion of tents, trailers, and other 
camping gear can prevent the 
spread of the Gypsy Moth into new 
areas.

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Wm. Bevan Seeks 
Early Retirement

Wililam Bevan, principal of 
Greenbelt Junior High School for 
the past two years, has resigned 
as of June 30. A part of the county 
school system for 24 years, Bevan 
no longer wants to he a part of 
that system and so has asked for 
and has received an early retire¬ 
ment. Although this means a loss 
of 30% in retirement income, Be¬ 
van feels he must leave. “If I 
can’t be happy in my job and 
satisfied with the people I’m work¬ 
ing with, I don't want to be here ” 
Bevan stated. 

Bevan’s chief complaint is that 
some members of the lay board of 
education, which he feels is a poli¬ 
cy making body, are interfering 
with administrative matters, instead 
of making a team effort towards 
solving the problems of the schools. 
This creates a difficult situation 
for the school administrator. 

He stressed that he had liked 
this county school system for its 
uniqueness and its enriching op¬ 
portunities. Individuals, within 
guidelines, could do many things. 
Now “uniformity” seems to be 
stressed and it is difficult to work 
with a positive approach toward 
bringing out the best in individuals. 

Bevan, who had wanted to dis¬ 
cuss his feelings privately with 
the board, was unable to arrange 
such a meeting. In the public 
participation part of the regular 
board meeting on Thursday, June 
26, he asked the board to: 1. de¬ 
velop a code of ethics for board 
members in dealing with profes¬ 
sional personnel, the press, and the 
public; 2. to define the role of 
the school in today’s world; and 
3. to re-examine the compulsory 
education law and to ask what 
obligation the school system has 
to youngsters who cannot succeed 
in the mass education system. 


As for the future, Bevan has 
not decided what he will do after 
a summer of rest.
